Marketing Board, as proposed in 
the report, would enable co-oper­ 
atives to develop “with out gov­ 
ernmental interference or domi­ 
nation” but adopt a fostering at­ 
titude“ toward them. The com­ 
mission said it had considered 
various proposed measures 
in 
Congress dealing with co-opera­ 
tive marketing, but found that 
no pending bill “presents a com­ 
pletely satisfactory program”. 
Stressing that 
the “present 
problems of agriculture rest up­ 
on the ability of the farmer to 
market 
his goods at a profit”, 
th<* 
commission recommended 
that legislation should follow six 
“general principles, to commodi-j 
ty marketing organizations, pro­ 
ducers and distributors. 


Six Principles 
The six general principles rec­ 
ommended to govern 
relations 
of the co-operatives and the gov­ 
ernment set forth: 
That “for the purpose of pro­ 
moting equitable and advantage­ 
ous distribution of 
their 
pro­ 
ducts”, 
the co-operatives may 
pool 
their 
products 
and 
ex­ 
change cropland marketing in­ 
formation. 
That groups 
of 
producers 
should receive the assistance of 
the Federal Marketing Board in 
forming association. 
The 
marketing organizations 
“purely as voluntary act” may 
be federally registered to inspire 
care in the organizations 
and 
develop a 
uniform accounting 
system. 
That grades and standards for 
various agricutural products be 
established. 
The distributors at

tions, and that the board act as 
adviser to the co-operatives.

Thinning Out Farm 
Woodlot Will Help 


In Winter Remove Dying 
and Defective Trees. 


Nearly every farm woodlot can be 
improved by the rem oval of dead, dy­ 
ing, and defective trees, and some of 
the less valuable kinds a s well. 
T his 
Work can best be done in the w inter 
m onths w hen 
other w o rk 
Is slack. 
W inter Is also the best season of the 
y e a r in w hich to cut 
tim ber, since 
those species which sp ro u t n atu ra lly 
from the stu m p will do so vigorously 
in the spring. 
T h e w o rk o f chopping 
and handling logs likewise Is m uch 
easier In winter. 
T he way to m ake th ese cuttings Is 
to remove all dead an d dying trees, 
those w hich nre suffering from dis­ 
ease or Insect attack, and trees which 
are crooked and defective, or may he 
hindering th e grow th of oth ers more 
valuable. 
It should he kept In mind that th e 
stan d of trees is not opened tip to 
such an extent th a t g rass and weeds 
will grow w here young trees should 
he 
growing. 
In 
oilier 
words, 
the 
“crown cover” should he k fp t so that 
about on** half shade will lie provided 
N early all species of tree s will r e p ro ­ 
duce n aturally w ithout special effort 
and a second crop should be obtained 
w ithout any difficulty. 
In the case of 
failure from this source, It Is possible 
to plant young nu rsery trees to take 
the place of those cut. 


How to Be Successful in 
Starting Berry Patches 
T he dew berry Is a sort of trailing 
blackberry an d In ord er to facilitate 
their picking, as well as fruiting, set 
them about .*1 feet ap a rt with a single 
w ire trellis on each side for the vines 
to trail over. 
This w ire should he 
raised about 2 feet above the ground, 
supported by stakes. 
T he row s should he 5 o r 6 feet a p a rt 
as the p lants are good "run ners." (Jive 
good cultivation until vines shade the 
ground, when weeds will 
no longer 
bother them. 
Both the blackberry and red rasp ­ 
berry are of the sprouting or “sucker" 
ch aracter and should he planted in 
rows 8 to 7 feet a p a rt so th a t the 
suckers can grow and form a more or 
less m atted 
row. 
T he blackberries, 
being of coarser grow th, 
should 
be 
w ider ap art than the red raspberries. 
C ultivate well for first tw o or three 
years, and alw ays m ain tain a narrow 
middle betw een the row s to facilitate 
the picking. 
As the young canes reach 
a height of ab o u t 3 feet clip or pinch 
th eir tips, so as to cau se the side 
branches to form. 
T his will give you 
g reater su rface of fruiting wood, and 
lessen the tendency to w hip about. 
A fter the berries are gone the b ear­ 
ing canes die nwuy, being replaced 
each year by th e new canes from the 
roots. 
T hese old canes should he cut 
out and rem oved before an oth er sea­ 
son. 
A n orthern slope, or partially shaded 
location la an ad v an ta g e to the black­ 
berry particularly. 
L iberal mulchings 
of straw , 
leaves or co arse m anure 
about bearing canes are a great aid to 
prevent berries drying up during the 
h eat of the ripening period.—L. O. Wil­ 
liams, In N eb raska F a rm Journal.

Charles Chatterton, 58 years 
old, was shot and killed instant­ 
ly 
by 
I. I). Poyner, 
60, 
near 
Marston Friday, and a moment 
afterw ards Poyner is alleged to 
have turned his shotgun on Pe­ 
ter C hatterton, a brother of the 
dead man, and wounded him se­ 
verely. 
Authorities have been able toi 
secure only 
meager 
details of 
the tragedy, as Poyner, who sur­ 
render 
to 
officers 
here a few 
hours 
afterwards, 
refused to 
discuss the shooting, and Peter 
C hatterton’s condition is so ser­ 
ious that physicians would not 
allow officers to question him. 
All three are tenants 
on

large farm three miles northeast 
of Marston, and the fatal argu­ 
ment is said to have arisen over

Thinning Out Farm 
Wood lot Will Help 


In Winter Remove Dying 
and Defective Trees. 


Nearly every form woodlnt rjm he 
improved h,v the removal of dead, dy­ 
ing, and defective trees, and some of 
the le**s valuable kinds as well. 
Tills 
work can best be «b»ne In the winter 
months when 
other work 
1» slack. 
Winter Is also the best season of the 
year In which t♦» cut limber, since 


those species which sprout naturally 
from the stump will do so vigorously 
In the spring. 
The work o f chopping 
and handling logs likewise Is much 
easier In winter. 
The way to make these cuttings Is 
to remove all dead and dying trees, 
those which are suffering from «Its 
ease or in«eet atfa*k. and trees which 
are crooked and defective, or may he 
hindering the growth of others more 
valuable. 
It should he kept In mind that the 
stand of trees is not opened up to 
such an extent th at grass and weeds 
will grow where young trees should 
he 
growing. 
In 
other 
words, 
the 
crown cover" should he kept so that 
about one half shade will he provided 
Nearly all s p e c ie s of trees will repro­ 
duce naturally without special effort 
and a second crop should he obtained 
without any difficulty. 
In the case of 
failure from this source, It 1« possible 
to plant young nursery trees to take 
the place of those cut.

How to Be Successful in 
Starting Berry Patches 
The dewberry Is a sort of trailing 
blackberry and in order to facilitate 
their phklng. as we’l as fruiting, set 
them about 3 feet apart with a single 
wire trellis «>n each side for the vines 
to trail over. 
This wire should he 
raised about 2 feet above the ground, 
supported by stakes. 
The row s should he 5 or 0 feet apart 
as the plants are good “runners." (Jive 
good cultivation until vines shade the 
ground, when weeds will no longer 
bother them. 
Both the blackberry and red rasp ­ 
berry are of the sprouting or “sucker" 
character and should he planted in 
rows 5 hi 7 feet apart so that the 
suckers can grow and form a more or 
lens matted row. 
The blackberries, 
being of coarser growth, 
should 
he 
wider apart than the red raspberries. 
Cultivate well for first two or three 
years, and always maintain a narrow 
middle between the rows to facilitate 
the picking. 
As the young canes reach 
a height of about 3 feet clip or pinch 
their tips, so as to cause the side 
branches to form. 
This will give you 
greater surface of fruiting wood, and 
lessen the tendency to whip about. 
After the berries are gone the hear­ 
ing canes die away, being replaced 
each year by the new canes from the 
roots. 
These old canes should he cut 
out and removed before another sea­ 
son. 
A northern slope, or partially shaded 
location Is an advantage to the black­ 
berry particularly. 
Liberal mulchings 
of straw, leaves or coarse manure 
about bearing canes are a great aid to 
prevent berries drying up during the 
heat of the ripening period.—L. O. Wil­ 
liams. In Nebraska Farm Journal.
